the animal husbandry division of the 
bureau of animal industry and the 
states relation service representing the 
department of agriculture and the va- 
rious state aKriculturnl colleges rep- 
resented by their respective extension 
departments. 


A swine specialist, supported by 


funds appropriated by congress for 
the work of the animal husbandry d^- 
vision. is placed In each of the states 
desiring such a man (so far as funds 
permit). The specialist's vork is ad- 
ministered by the director of etteu- 
slou, who furnishes office room and , 
equipment, 
stenographic 
assistance, 


and pays his traTellnc,tenses. Ht Is 
a unit In the extension staff nnd Tvcrks^. 
In closest co-operatlou with the state , 
leader of other club-'work.

work is dune in co-operation with the 
county agent force and the various In- 
terested departments of the college 
and extension force. : The subject mat- 
ter taught by the specialists..is agree- 
able to the animal husbandrj depart 
ment of the college aud the animal 
husbandry division of. the department 
of agriculture.
